W. D. Trego of Gleichen was the 
first speaker and told the nudience 
about his experiments growing corn 
and peas, instead of bare summerfal- 
low, covering years. After 
trying many different methods Mr 
Trego has arrived at the conclusion 
that the lister method is the cheapest 
and best and he intends to put in 800 
acres in this way next spring. Mr. 
Treyo also told of the trouble he had 
obtaining money from the banks 
wherewith to buy feeding cattle last 
fail as the bank managers did not 
seem to have suflicient faith in this 
new method feeding. After a 
long wait and much argument, in 
which Mr. P. Burns and Premier 
Greenfield had to take a hand, the 
bank finally advanced the money. 

Mr. Trego bought 260 head of cattle 
for 38% cents a pound and expects the 
cattle to gain at least 200 pounds each 
and sell for 6 or 7 cents a pound in the 
spring. It looks as though it will be a 
good paying proposition, and have 
wheat growing beat in every respect. 

But the best part of Mr. Trego’s 
exxperiment has proved that the 
wheat crop following the cultivated 
corn crop is as good, if not better, 
than that grown on bare summerfal 
low.

have been discovered at Byblos, Syria, 
by the excavations being carried on 
under the direction of General Gour 
and, the French High Commissioner, 
according to the Paris correspondent 
to the London Times.

Reconstruction in Dairy Industry Profitable 


When government grading of: cream was estab- 
lished in Alberta last May, following the elimination of 
the cream buying stations by legislation, claims were 
made for the new system which even some of its friends 
believed were somewhat optimistic. | ‘ 

It is now the close of the year,/and the exxperience 
of a little more than six months hag more than justified 
the claims that were made for the hew system. Much 
of what was hoped would be accomplished in a year has 
been accomplished in hali of that time, and figures have 
been presented to the minister of agriculture by the dairy 
commissioner which prove conclusively that direct re- 
turns to the producer have been much more than anti- 
cipated. ; , 

In the first place it will be Y ieilae that it was 
pointed out, that taking as a basis the butter that had 
been graded by the govenrment for the past few years, 
there had been a gradual deteriorgtion in grade, and that 
in the period between 1917 and 1921 the percentage et 
“special” graded butter had dropyed from 56.3 to 7.7 and 
that it was hoped by eliminatingjthe cream stations and 
establishing the handling of cream on a direct shipment 
basis, with government graders!at the creameries the 
trade channel between the prodticer and the consumer 
would be cleared so that the eréam producer would get 
the full benefit of the quality which he put into his pro- 
duct. This hope has been more than justified by the ex- 
perience of the past six months../ 

During the six months from May 1 to October 31 
the government graders stationed at the 46 creameries in 
the province classified cream containing over nine million 
pounds oi butterfat. In spite of the fact that during this 
time the general market tor creamery butter was lower 
than that of 1921, and after making due allowance for 
this tact, the cream producers received this year nearly 
two cents more per pound butterfat, direct shipment 
basis, for special grade cream, and those who disposed 
of their cream last year on a cream station basis, this year 
received six cents more per pound of butterfat. ‘This 
means that during these six months the creameries have 
paid the producer's at least $250,000 more for their butter- 
tat than last year, with the cream stations in operation, 
and more than justifies the claim made last May that the 
new sytem woula efiect a yearly saving of $150,000 to the 
dairy industry. Generous praise is due the creamery op- 
erators of the province for loyally carrying out their part 
in this practical demonstration of “vertical” co-operation 
and also to the thousands of farmers who realized the sit- 
uation and re ponded to the call for quality production. 

This article has thus far dealt only with the di- 
rect fnancial benefits which have accrued to the produc- 
ers as a result of the first six months of this new system. 
but there is a larger view, the vision of what this form of 
co-operation can be made to do for the future of our dairy 
industry, in the re-establishment of Alberta butter as the 
desirable product in the best available markets, and in the 
stablizing ot dairying as one of the province’s important 
and growng industries. : 

Alberta creamery butter production for 1922 will 
exxceed 15,000,000 pounds, an increase of over two million 
pound — er 1921, It will be seen by this that the pro- 
problem of finding and holding remunerative markets for 
the surplus is by no means diminishing, and with the in- 
creasing producton there is the ncreasing necessity for 
puality production and team work to that end. 


Annual Seed Fair January 16 to 19 


The fifteenth annual Provincial Seed Fair will be 
heid in Edmonton January 15, 16, 17, 18 und 19, and plans 
are being made to make this fair the most successful in 
the history of the province. In addition to the usual seed 
fair, a gathering of seed growers and others interested 
will be held for the purpose of considering the formation 
of a Provncial Seed Growers’ organizatioin. 

[ntries for the Seed Fair should be sent to the 
Crops Commissioner, Department of Agriculture. Dur- 
ing the Fair and convention several prominent speakers 
will take part, including L. H. Newman, secretary of the 
Canadian Seed Growers’ Association, and Prof, T. H. 
Harrison, of the Field Husbandry Branch of the Mani- 
toba Agricultural College, Both of these men will act as 
judges as well as speak at the convention. 

Each entry for the Fair is to be accompanied by a 
signed statément of the number of bushels which the ex- 
hibitor has for sale and the price per bushel. In the case 
of registered seeds, the same are to be accompanied by a 
copy of the registration certificate. -No exhibits, exhibit- 
ed in other than professional classes, may be hand-picked 
but may be cleaned through-the fanning mill as often as 
desired. The exhibits are to be clearly representative 
both in puality and purity of the puantity held for sale 
in the grower’s bin, 
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The Canadian manufacturers claim to have enough 
orders on their hands to enable them absolutely to elim- 
ate the unemploy:nent problem this year. Providing that 
there are no sirikes Canada should be prosperous in that 
respect.

Vancouver.—Three hours after the 
Queen of the Pacific, Empress of 
Canada, Capt. A. L. Hailey, had 
made a graceful landing at C. P. R. 
ier A, section 2, a long train with 
er valuable silk cargo rolled out of 
the yards on its way to eastern 
points, The magnificent ship was 
tied up about 4 p.m. and a battalion 
of stevedores got all the silk in the 
cars and out of the yards at 7 p.m., 
24 hours ahead of a similar cargo on 
board the President Madison, which 
left Yokohama the same day as the 
Empress of Canada, 


Montreal.—Calls at Belfast on 
both the eastbound and westbound 
trips of Canadian Pacific liners sail- 
ing between Montreal and Glasgow 
instead of only on the westbound 
trips as at present, and more ex- 
tensive use of Southampton as a 
pert of call for pussenger traffic, 
are innovations planned by the Cana- 
dian Pacific Steamships, Limited, 
for the 1923 season. 

The calls at Belfast on eastbound 
trips are an inauguration of a new 
assenger service from Canada to 
reland. This service will be main- 
tained by the steamships Metagama, 
Marburn and Marloch, and will com- 
mence with the sailing of the Meta- 
gama from Montreal, bound for Bel- 
fast gnd Glasgow, on May 3. This 
will be the first Canadian Pacific 
sailing from this port in 1928, 

Winnipeg.—With the completion 
of the Cunadian Pacific Railway line 
from Acme to Drumheller, Alta,, last 
month, five new mines were put into 
operation along this line, according 
to Charles Murphy, general mane 
ager of western lines, 

The coal mined is of excellent 
quality for domestic use and should 
remove any danger of coal shortage 
in the west this winter, Mr. Murphy 
states. 

Evidently the farmers of the dis- 
trict are not confronted with the 
fuel problem, for Mr. Murphy, while 
travelling through the district, no-

| Philadelphia Museum Has One Dated 
] 2,990 B.C, 

Where is the oldest cylinder seal in 
‘the world? In a recent issue of the 
Museum Journal, the University Mus- 
eum, Philadelphia, claims the oldest 
dated seal of this kind, but a British 
Museum official disputes this claim 
and says that this does not necessary 
ily mean the oldest seal. 

The Philadefphia seal was brourlit 
from Bagdad in 180, and found to 
belong to Basha-Enau, probably the 
first King of the fourth Kish dynasty, 
about 2,000 B.C. It shows something 
of anclent Babylonian ritual in its en 
graving,
